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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens of 
the Town of Buxton, I herewith submit the 


annual report. 


The exigency in our schools relative to the shortage 
of teachers has been more acute than in many years. 
The increase in salaries has failed to solve the problem 
which is nation wide in extent, and many schools have 
been closed or reduced to a condition of inefficiency 
through lack of a competent and trained force of 
teachers. 


Notwithstanding these difficulties it has been pos- 
sible for us to adjust ourselves locally in such a manner 
that we have been able to retain our old teachers, or to 
secure a new personnel that has rendered excellent ser- 
vice. We are convinced that the schools not only have 
not been seriously retarded in this emergency in which 
many have suffered irreparable loss, but have made sat- 
isfactory progress.

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New Educational Plans 


Our National and State governments have recently 
placed special emphasis upon an entirely new phase of 
Education; the Physical Welfare of our school popula- 
tion. An important and vitally fundamental question it 
has been all but systematically disregarded, and too 
often our school children have paid the penalty of such 
negligence relative to proper hygienic environment, and 
inculcation of correct habits of healthy living. The new 
endeavor in this direction has met with approval every- 
where, and there is every promise that our institutions | 
of learning of the future will not be fraught with perils 
to bodily health, but will teem with the ideal of clean 
living,-and high standards of physical welfare. 

Locally in most of our schools, the teachers are out- 
lining programs of physical exercises, and hygiene; and 
calisthenics and supervised play. A ready response has 
been elicited from the pupils, and this factor has actually 
added an impetus for bettered classroom work. 


Finances 


Many features of our plans for improved schools 
have necessarily been retarded by the constantly increas- 
ing expense of school materials and supplies. While 
there have been reductions in costs of commodities in 
many lines that have been very gratifying, the situation 
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relative to school materials, and teachers’ salaries has 
not changed. If we are to hold our schools at their 
present standards increased resources are necessary in 
nearly all departments. 


Textbooks 


In a locality where the advantage of a good library 
are not to be obtained, it is essential that the textbooks - 
are standard and up to date, and are well supplemented 
with reading material and reference work. The steady 
advance in the cost of paper and printing material has 
been more pronounced in the advanced cost of textbooks 
than in many other school supplies. 

Geographies have been purchased for those schools 
where the old texts have become unfit for use, but the 
present cost of textbooks limits expenditures in this de- 
partment. 


Repairs 


The repairs most urgently needed seem to be in the 
Bar Mills School. "To avoid the constant expense of 
overhauling and replacing worn parts it would be econ- 
omical to install a motor, and a new pumping system in 
place of the one in use. This building is included in the 
list of those which should be painted this year. 
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The Dearborn Hill School building has received a 
much needed renovating and presents a greatly improved 
appearance. The same amount of repair work is needed 
in several other buildings. Delay in this matter means 
greatly increased expense eventually. The condition of 
the building at Salmon Falls necessitates repair this 
year. The foundation in the Bogg Mill building which 
is breaking down should not be neglected. 


High School 


Most fundamental in any educational system is the 
teacher. The teacher is the first essential. Notwith- 
standing the special shortage of secondary school teach- 
ers it was our good fortune to secure strong, and well 
trained teachers for the year. Now to maintain this 
school at a satisfactory standard, it is necessary that 
these teachers have stndard equipment to work with. 
This is especially true of our science cources that are 
weak in many respects. A new course in general science 
has been required for first year work to give a founda- 
tion for advance science. This elementary training cor- 
relates the different branches of science, and makes it 
possible to cover a wider scope of work in Physics and 
Chemistry which is of special advantage to the student 
preparing for college. 
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Additional shelves and tables should be constructed 
in the laboratory to facilitate the handling of large 
classes, and if the course in agriculture is to be continued 
apparatus to supplement the textbook would be espec- 
ially helpful. 

It would be a serious mistake not to paint the build- 
ing this year. It is necessary for the preservation and 
appearance of the building. 


General 


In these days in which we are living it should be re- 
quired that the American Flag be displayed from all 
school buildings. The symbol of Americanism for the 
youth of our land. For this purpose I urge an appropria- 
tion for new flags which are needed in some schools. 

The unsatisfactory attendance in many rural schools 
in the United States is now receiving the attention of 
- leading educators. This is such a great loss to the youth 
of our land and an economic and social problem of such 
significance that much consideration is given to deter- 
mining the correct method of dealing with this situation, 
and every effort is made to keep the child in school. 
Upon the school system is thrown the great task of re- 
adjustment and reorganization of our social order. How 
important then that the high purpose of our educational 
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projects shall not be defeated or restricted by a failure 
on our part to keep our children in school, or lack of 
unity in our great undertaking. 

The standards are constantly being raised, and new 
demands made upon teachers. Instruction in our ele- 
mentary schools will soon demand specifically a normal 
trained teacher. This will mean greater expense, but it 
will insure far greater efficiency. According to a recent 
survey of the American Federation of Teachers the aver- 
age increase in teachers’ salaries has been $365 per year. 
It was stated, “Teachers are still at the bottom of skilled 
workers on the wage scale, and that there must be fun- 
damental changes in our policy of financing teachers, 
and Education, before our schools are safe from deter- 
ioration.” 

Some explanation seems to be necessary relative to 
the common school and mill funds, which are somewhat 
smaller than in 1919. T'wo facts explain the situation. 
First the school census of the State in 1920 showed a gain 
of 3570 over 1919, nearly twice the usual increase. Second 
the school fund was less by about $73,000 so that the unit 
of distribution fell from $2.86 in 1919 to $2.51 in 1920, as 
the rate per pupil. The average tax rate in the State for 
all municipal purposes is 38.57 mills. 

The consistant support received and-the willing ef- 
fort evidenced in meeting all requirements have afforded

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Report of the Principal of Buxton High School

To the Citizens of Buxton: 


Buxton High School opened September 14, with 
Eliza S. Libby, Charles S. Bates and myself as teachers. 
As Miss Libby has been with the school for so many 
years it would be inappropriate for me to speak of her 
work. I can only say that she is a most zealous, con- 
scientious and co-operative teacher. Altho Mr. Bates 
has never before taught in a high school his career as a 
public servant and his experience as a teacher in the 
public schools of several states has well qualified him 
for this work, and he has undertaken it with enthusiasm 
and altruism. 

The course of studies is nearly the same as in pre- 
vious years. A course in General Science has been in- 
troduced for the second half of the year and is offered 
to Freshmen. This subject serves very well as a foun- 
dation for more advanced science and should be of es- 
pecial interest to those pupils who plan to follow this line 
of work. In the future it will probably be offered thru- 
out the entire year to the entering class. The course in 
bookkeeping, studied by Sophomores, has been some- 
what shortened and replaced by history. This seemed 
advisable as many of the pupils plan to go to college and 
an entrance credit is given in history by all colleges, 
whereas, bookkeeping is recognized by only technical 
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and commercial schools. A course in bookkeeping given 
in a school of this sort, where no other commercial stud- 
ies are offered, could be of little or no value to those wish- 
ing to pursue commercial work as it would have to be 
thoroly supplemented by work at a commercial school 
or college. The work that has already been done is 
sufficient to give the pupils a knowledge of the funda- 
mental principles of bookkeeping; more than this could 
not be expected under existing conditions. The teachers 
believe that these slight changes in the work will meet 
with the approval of the parents. 

During the early part of the year, upon the sugges- 
tion of the teachers, the school committee voted to 
shorten the noon hour and morning recess and by so do- 
ing to close school an hour earlier. The school day now 
consists of 7 forty minute periods, a 10 minute recess, 
and a 30 minute noon intermission. The actual study 
time is only 15 minutes less than under the former plan. 
This system works very well in the high school where 
all of the pupils bring lunches as it enables those who 
have long distances to travel to reach home at a conven- 
ient hour. It also gives sufficient time after school for 
extra and special work. 

At the beginning of the year 50 pupils enrolled but 
since that time 3 have left school so that the number now 
in attendance is 47. The enrollment by classes is :— 
seniors 11, Junior 7, Sophomores 15, Freshmen 14. Be- 
cause of the prevalence of sickness during the fall the 
average attendance for the first term was somewhat 
low, it being 43. The attendance for the present term 
has been exceptionally good.

The room now used for a laboratory 
is altogether too small to make any arrangement where- 
by the physical apparatus can be preserved and the 
chemicals saved, and have room for class work. 

It is hoped that all those interested in the school will 


visit it sometime during the year, for it is only in this — 


way that an accurate knowledge of the work and needs 
of the school can be gained. -
